@ The article was rejected by the 
a townspeople as being too expen- 
sive. Mr. Smith heard about this action and talked to his Mother about it 
and she said she would give stock valued at $20,000 if a matching fund 
was raised for the landscaping and perpetual maintenance. Mr. Smith 
and Mrs. Bovaird immediately became active in raising the matching 
funds and by Town Meeting of 1967, they were instrumental in raising all 
_ but four or five thousand dollars needed to be raised by the townspeople 
at Town Meeting. This time, the vote was in the affirmative to purchase 





_ the property from the Varney/Rankin heirs. The Park was soon to 





become a reality. Mr. Smith found lamp posts from Old Boston in a junk 
yard in South Boston and they are still a unique part of the park today. 
The whole project was completed with landscaping, planting, and granite 
in place for a dedication ceremony held in early July of 1967. Mr. Smith’s 
love for beauty and tranquility will always be present in Wolfeboro’s 
_ Town Park.

Annual Town Meeting Minutes 
March 10, 1992 


ARTICLE 1: To choose One (1) Selectman for three (3) years, One 
(1) Treasurer for one (1) year, One (1) Moderator for two (2) years, One 
(1) Library Trustee for three (3) years, One (1) Police Commissioner for 
three (3) years, Three (3) Budget Committee Members for three (3) 
years, One (1) Trustee of Trust Funds for three (3) years, One (1) 
Supervisor of the Checklist for six (6) years, Two (2) Planning Board 
Members for three (3) years. 


District Court Room, Town Hall Building: 

Pursuant to the foregoing warrant for the Town of Wolfeboro Annual 
Town Meeting, March 10, 1992, the meeting was called to order at 10:00 
AM by Moderator, Robert C. Varney. The Moderator opened the ballot 
box displaying an empty box to the voters present and then locked the 
ballot box. The Moderator read Article 1 of the 1992 Town Warrant. A 
motion was made by Thomas A. O’Dowd, seconded by Dennis E. Bean, 
to waive any further reading of the entire Warrant. At this time, 
Moderator Varney announced that Article 1 and 2 would be voted on © 
during the polling hours of 10:00 am, and 6:00 pm, in the District Court 
Room, and Articles 4 through 22 would be voted on at the Town Meeting 
being held in the auditorium of the Kingswood Regional High School at 
7:00 pm. A motion was made by Thomas A. O’Dowd to refrain from — 
reading Articles 2, 3 and 4 in their entirety, providing they are read in 
substance. Motion seconded by Dennis E. Bean and carried. The 
remaining Warrant Articles will be read by the Moderator at the Town 
Meeting wherein each Article will be acted upon individually and voted 
upon at that time. 















Kingswood Regional High School Auditorium 7:00 pm: 

The 1992 Town Meeting was called to order at 7:00 pm, by Moderator 
Robert C. Varney. The Moderator explained the procedure that would be 
followed and explained the rules he would be utilizing during this impor-. 
tant meeting, and announced that Articles 1, 2, and 3, were voted upon 
during the day. He introduced the members of the Budget Committee, 
Board of Selectmen, the Town Manager and the Town Clerk. He 
announced that the third Selectman, George W. Elkins, was not in atten- 
dance due to the fact that he was at the Dartmouth Medical Center 
where his wife is ill and that Mr. Elkins conveyed his regrets for not being 
able to be present at tonight’s meeting. The Moderator recognized 
James A. McSweeney, Town Manager, who introduced the Department 
Heads seated in the pit area of the auditorium. The Moderator then 


announced the results of the voting which took place during the day. 


ARTICLE 2: To see whether the Town will vote to adopt the following 
zoning amendments: The results of the voting on the amendments are 
as follows:

ARTICLE 3: To see whether the Town will vote to adopt the following 
amendment to the Wolfeboro Historic District Ordinance: 

The results of Amendment 3 were 941 yes and 306 no. The 
Amendment was adopted. 


ARTICLE 4: To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of ten million six hundred fifty thousand six hundred fifty-two 
dollars ($10,650,652) for general operations and charges, which repre- 
sents the posted operating budget (MS-7); said sum is exclusive of all 
special articles addressed. (See budget detail for more information) 
(Recommended by Budget Committee) The Moderator read the Article 
in its entirety and entertained a motion to move the Article. Motion made 
by David Senecal, seconded by Joseph Santoro to move the Article for 
discussion. The Moderator recognized David Senecal who gave a brief 
overview of the Budget Committee’s action on the 1992 budget. He stat- 
ed that in addition to the full budget being printed in the Annual Report, 
which is the first year this has appeared, a one page Budget Summary 


_ Sheet has been provided also. He also announced that there were 





copies of a larger print version of the budget available for those who may

need the larger print. The Moderator asked for further discussion on the | 


Article. The Moderator recognized Mr. Carroll Piper, Finance/Accounting 
Manager for the Town of Wolfeboro who presented the voters with a 
brief summary of personnel costs and other expenses of overall budget 
and enterprise (self-funding) budgets. (A copy of this summary is record- 
ed with the Town Meeting Minutes and is available to the public for 
review). The Moderator recognized Mr. Frank Kelley who made a motion 
to amend the budget to include the amount of $1200.00 for the 
Appalachian Mt. Teen Project. Motion seconded by Anne Marie Alwhein. 
The Moderator asked if anyone wished to speak to the Amendment. The 
Moderator recognized Mr. Kelley. Mr. Kelley spoke for the Amendment. 
The Moderator asked for further discussion on the amendment, there 
being none called for a voice vote on the Article as amended. Voice vote 
was in the affirmative with the Moderator declaring the Article, as 
amended, adopted. The Moderator asked for further discussion on 
Article 4 and recognized Mr. Paul Hatch who made a motion to amend 
the budget by removing the sum of $200,000 specifically that which 
appears in the portion of the proposed budget shown on page 82 of the 
Annual Report under Capital Outlay-District One, specifically item 4901- 
501 and appropriation so called Drainage. Motion seconded by Edith 
Millward. The Moderator then asked if anyone wished to speak for the 
Amendment and recognized Mr. Paul Hatch. The Moderator asked if 
anyone wished to speak against the Amendment and recognized Mr. 
James A. McSweeney, Town Manager, who explained that there was a 
typographical error and that should appear as “Drainage/Land and Land 
Improvements” and explained how this got into the budget stating that 
the time limit had passed for petitioning of Articles for the Warrant and 
therefore it could only be brought to the voters for discussion through the 
budget. The Budget Committee, at their public hearing, voted to place 
the amount in the budget for the voters to have the chance to vote on 
this Article and also indicated that $200,000 is not totally for the piece of 
land in question, indicating that $167,000 was for the purchase of land 
plus cost associated with the purchase, but that $10,000.00 was for the 
handicap access at the Libby Museum and $10,000.00 for drainage at 
Foss Field. The Moderator asked if anyone wished to speak for the 
amendment and recognized Edith Millward. A lengthy discussion fol- 
lowed on the expenditure of $167,000 for land purchase and the need 
for new Town Hall facilities. The Moderator recognized James 
McSweeney, Town Manager who addressed the various concerns and 


once again explained to the voters that this money was for purchase of — 


land only and to establish a long range plan for future possibility of build- 
ing a facility on that land through a Capital Reserve Fund. The 
Moderator called for a voice vote on the Article as amended. The voice 


vote was unclear requiring a show of hands. The Moderator had the 
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Supervisors of the Checklist perform the counting and the results were 
234 in favor of the amendment and 139 against. The Moderator declared 
the Article adopted as amended. The Moderator recognized Mr. Donald 
McCullough who made a motion to amend the amended Article by plac- 
ing the $20,000 back into the budget under the capital outlay, district 
one, drainage with the $10,000 designated for Foss Field and $10,000 
for the disabled access for the Libby Museum. Motion seconded by Mr. 
John Ballard for discussion. The Moderator asked for discussion on the 
amended Article as amended. There being none, called for a voice vote. 
Voice vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the 
amended Article adopted. The original total budget figure was 
$10,650,652.00. With the amendment deleting the $200,000; adding 
$1,200 for Appalachian Mt. Teen Project; $1,387 (Article 6) for Carroll 
County Against Domestic Violence and Rape’s Shelter for Battered 

_ Women and Children; $3,000 (Article 5) Treatment of Milfoil in Back Bay; 

$10,000 for Foss Field and $10,000 for the Libby Museum handicap 
access, the total budget for the Town of Wolfeboro is $10,476,239.00 for 
the 1992 year. 


_ ARTICLE 5: To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000) to provide a complete 
chemical or biological or other acceptable treatment of Back Bay for con- 
trol of Exotic Water Milfoil; said funds to be raised by acceptance of a 
grant in the amount of one thousand five hundred dollars ($1,500) from 
the State of New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services with 
the balance of one thousand five hundred dollars ($1,500) to be raised 
by general taxation. Said amount to be raised in addition to the amount 
raised in 1991 for the same purpose. (Not Recommended by the Budget 
Committee). The Moderator read the Article in its entirety and enter- 
tained a motion to move the Article for discussion. Motion made by 
Selectman Silk, seconded by Allan Bailey for discussion purposes. The 
Moderator asked if anyone wished to speak for the Article and recog- 

nized Selectman Silk who spoke for the Article. The Moderator recog- 
_ nized Mr. David Senecal, Chairman of the Budget Committee. Mr. 
Senecal explained why this Article was “Not Recommended” by the 
Budget Committee, specifically that the Budget Committee inadvertently 

_ did not make a formal motion at the public hearing for this Article (as well 
as the following Warrant Article #6). As a result of this, it was necessary 
_ to word the written Warrant Article as “Not Recommended.” The 
\) Moderator recognized Mrs. Terri Kennington. Mrs. Kennington moved to 
| amend the Article by striking out “complete chemical.” Motion seconded 
__ by Mr. George Doran. The Moderator asked for discussion on the 
l Amendment. A discussion followed. The Moderator then read the Article 
' aS amended. The Moderator asked for a voice vote on the Article as 


amended. Voice vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared 
the Article adopted as amended. 


ARTICLE 6: To respectfully request that the town vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,387 in support of Carroll County Against 
Domestic Violence and Rape’s Shelter for battered women and children. 
(Submitted by Petition) (Not Recommended by the Budget Committee) 
The Moderator read the Article in its entirety and entertained a motion to 
move the Article for discussion. Motion made by Mrs. Louise Graham, 
seconded by Selectman Shirley Ganem for discussion purposes. The 
Moderator asked for discussion on the Article and recognized Selectman 
Ganem who spoke for the Article. The Moderator asked if anyone 
wished to speak against the Article as proposed. There being no further 
discussion on the Article, the Moderator called for a voice vote on the 
Article. The voice vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared 
the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 7: To see whether the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes for the fiscal year, or 
take any other action relative thereto. The Moderator read the Article in 
its entirety and entertained a motion to move the Article for discussion. 
Motion made by Selectman Silk, seconded by Selectman Ganem for dis- 
cussion. The Moderator asked for discussion on the Article and there 
being none asked for a voice vote on the Article. Voice vote in the affir- 
mative with the Moderator declaring the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 8: To see whether the Town will direct the Board of 
Selectmen to request the Town’s representative to the General Court to 
propose legislation authorizing the 1993 Town Meeting to abolish the — 
Wolfeboro Police Commission. The Moderator read the Article in its 
entirety and entertained a motion to move the Article. Motion made by 
Kathleen Moody seconded by Selectman Shirley E. Ganem for discus- 
sion. The Moderator asked for discussion on the Article. Kathleen Moody 
spoke for the Article. The Moderator asked if anyone wished to speak 
against the Article and recognized Michael Lampron, Chairman of the 
Wolfeboro Police Commissioners. The Moderator announced that a 
signed petition had been presented to him prior to the Article being dis- 
cussed asking for a written ballot. He then asked if anyone else wished - 
to speak for or against the Article. There being no one, he announced 
that the balloting on Article 8 would commence. The results of the ballot 
vote was 209 No to 111 Yes. The Moderator declared the Article defeat- 
ed. 


ARTICLE 9: To see whether the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to enact the “Temporary Event Ordinance of the Town of 
Wolfeboro, New Hampshire.” The Moderator read the Article in its entire-

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ty and entertained a motion to move the Article. Motion made by 


Selectman Silk, seconded by Selectman Ganem for discussion. 
Discussion followed with Carl Shannon, Commander of the Harriman 
Hale Post #18, speaking for the Article. The clarification was made by 
Amanda Simpson, Town Planner, that this would be for events currently 
not under the zoning ordinance. The Moderator recognized Rebecca 
Swaffield who stated that she had concerns regarding notification and 


_ offered an amendment to the ordinance under Section 6.1 from 7 days 


to 14 days and 6.2 from 5 days to 7 days and add collection fees to 
cover the notification by certified mai! making a new 8.5 under 
Administrative Provisions. The Moderator asked Mrs. Swaffield to pro- 
vide him with a written amendment on what she proposed and Mrs. 
Swaffield withdrew the motion to amend. Amanda Simpson spoke to the 
Article, as well as the Town Manager. The Moderator asked for further 
discussion on the Article, there being none, called for a voice vote. Voice 
vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the Article adopt- 
ed as read. 


ARTICLE 10: To see whether the Town will vote to amend the exist- 
ing ordinance that provides for the rules and regulations pertaining to the 
operation of the Wolfeboro Incinerator and Recycling Center entitled “An 
Ordinance Providing the Rules and Regulations Pertaining To the 
Operation of the Wolfeboro Incinerator and Recycling Center’ by adopt- 
ing the revised Ordinance which will hereinafter be known as “Solid 
Waste Facility.” The ordinance as proposed shall replace the existing 
ordinance in it’s entirety. The Moderator read the Article in its entirety 
and entertained a motion to move the Article for discussion. Motion 
made by Selectman Ganem, seconded by Selectman Silk for discussion. 
The Moderator recognized Mr. Marty Bilafer, Public Works Director, who 


| 4 spoke for the Article indicating the need for addressing the numerous 


state requirements governing solid waste operations, i.e., controls, recy- 
cling, fees, and amendments and stressed the need of organizing the 
facility to meet the demands thus instituting cost-saving measures and 


| capitalizing on cost avoidance concepts. The Moderator recognized

Town Manager, James McSweeney who spoke to the Article explaining 
the reasons, needs, cost factors involved and the impact on future bud- 
gets. Discussion followed. The Moderator then recognized Mr. Gary 
Warren who made a motion to amend Article 10 by deleting Section G 
under Section II], General Provisions. Motion seconded by Mr. David 
Morrill for discussion purposes. Several spoke for the amendment. The 
Moderator called for a vote on the Article as amended. Voice vote was in 


_ the affirmative and the Moderator declared Article 10 adopted as amend- 


ARTICLE 11: To see whether the Town will vote to adopt the provi- 
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sions of RSA 41:9-a which will authorize the Board of Selectmen to | 
establish or amend fees for the issuance of any license or permit, or for 
the use or occupancy of any public revenue-producing facility. Such fees 
will not exceed in the case of licenses or permits an amount reasonably 
calculated to cover the Town’s regulatory, administrative and enforce- 
ment cost. The Moderator read the Article in its entirety and entertained 
a motion to move the Article. Motion made by Selectman Silk, seconded 
by Selectman Ganem. The Moderator asked for discussion on the Article 
and there being none called for a voice vote to adopt the Article as read. 
Voice vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the Article 
adopted. 


ARTICLE 12: To see whether the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to apply for, receive and expend federal or state grants which 
may become available during the course of the year, and also to accept 
and expend monies from any other governmental unit or private source 
to be used for purposes of which the town may legally appropriate 
money, provided: (1) that such grants and other monies do not require 
the expenditure of other town funds except those funds lawfully appropri- 
ated for the same purpose; (2) that a public hearing is held by the 
Selectmen prior to the receipt and expenditure of such grants and 
monies; and (3) that such items shall be exempt from all provisions of 
RSA 32 relative to limitation and expenditure of town monies, all as pro- 
vided by RSA 31:95-b (Statute provides that the vote shall continue in 
effect until rescinded). The Moderator read the Article in its entirety and 
called for a motion to move the Article. Motion made by Selectman Silk, | 
seconded by Selectman Ganem. The Moderator asked for discussion on 
the Article as read. There being none, called for a voice vote. Voice vote 
was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 13: To see whether the Town will authorize the Board of 
Trustees of the Wolfeboro Public Library to apply for, accept and 
expend, without further action by the town meeting, money from the 
state, federal, or other governmental unit or a private source which 
becomes available during the fiscal year in accordance with the proce- 
dure set forth in New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated 202-A:4-c. 
The Moderator read the Article in its entirety and called for a motion to 
move the Article. Motion made by John Ballard, seconded by Herbert 
Lamb. The Moderator asked for discussion on the Article. There being 
none, called for a voice vote on the Article as read. Voice vote was in the 
affirmative and the Moderator declared the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 14: To see whether the Town will authorize the Treasurer 
to appoint a deputy with the approval of the Board of Selectmen. The 
deputy shall be sworn, have the powers of the treasurer, and may be 
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removed at the pleasure of the Treasurer (RSA 41 :29-a). The Moderator 
read the Article in its entirety and called for a motion to move the Article. 
Motion made by Selectman Ganem, seconded by David Senecal. The 
Moderator recognized Arthur Chamberlin who made a motion to amend 
the Article by deleting “at the pleasure of the Treasurer” and replacing it 
with “by the Treasurer with approval of the Board of Selectmen.” Motion 
seconded by Curtis Pike. The Moderator asked for discussion on the 
Article as amended, there being none called for a voice vote on the 
Article as amended. Voice vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator 
declared the Article, as amended, adopted. The Article will now read: To 
see whether the Town will authorize the Treasurer to appoint a Deputy 
with the approval of the Board of Selectmen. The Deputy shall be sworn, 
have the powers of the Treasurer, and may be removed by the 


__ Treasurer with the approval of the Board of Selectmen.

ARTICLE 15: To see whether the Town will vote to accept a donation 
of property from Howard E. Bean for the purpose of extending the 
Russell C. Chase Bridge-Falls Path to the Depot building and connecting 
the path to the Town sidewalk system. The property is a portion of Tax 
Map Parcel 6-6-10 and contains approximately 3,600 square feet. The 
Moderator read the Article in its entirety and called for a motion to move 
the Article. Motion made by Selectman Ganem, seconded by Selectman 
Silk. The Moderator recognized Amanda Simpson, Town Planner, who 
presented the voters with an overview of the land in question. The 
Moderator called for discussion on the Article. There being none, called 
for a voice vote on the Article as read. Voice vote was in the affirmative 
and the Moderator declared the Article adopted. The Moderator con- 
veyed the Town’s appreciation to Mr. Bean for this generous donation. 


ARTICLE 16: To see whether the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to sell and convey any real estate acquired by the town by tax collector's 
deed. Such conveyance shall be by deed following a public auction, or 
the property may be sold by advertised sealed bids or may be otherwise 
disposed of as justice may require, pursuant to RSA 80:80. This autho- 
rization shall remain in effect until rescinded by a vote of Town Meeting. 
The Moderator read the Article in its entirety and called for a motion to 
move the Article for discussion. Motion made by Selectman Ganem, 
seconded by Selectman Silk. The Moderator asked for discussion on the 
Article and there being none called for a voice vote to adopt the Article 
as read. Voice vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared 
the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 17: To see whether the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to lease property owned by the Town from time to time as the need may 
arise in the judgement of the Board of Selectmen. This authorization 
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shall remain in effect until rescinded by a vote of Town Meeting. The | 
Moderator read the Article in its entirety and called for a motion to move 
the Article. Motion made by Selectman Silk, seconded by Selectman 
Ganem. The Moderator asked for discussion on the Article, there being 
none called for a voice vote on the Article. Voice vote was in the affirma- 
tive and the Moderator declared the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 18: To see whether the Town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to accept gifts of personal property, other than 
money, to the town for any public purposes. This authorization in accor- 
dance with RSA 31:95-e shall remain in effect until rescinded by a vote 
of Town Meeting. The Moderator read the Article in its entirety and 
called for a motion to move the Article. Motion made by Selectman Silk, 
seconded by Selectman Ganem. The Moderator called for discussion on 
the Article. There being none called for a voice vote on the Article. Voice 
vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the Article adopt- 
ed. 


ARTICLE 19: To see whether the Town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to accept on behalf of the town, gifts, legacies and 
devises made to the town in trust for any public purpose, as permitted by 
RSA 31:19. This authorization shall remain in effect until rescinded by a 
vote of Town Meeting. The Moderator read the Article in its entirety and 
called for a motion to move the Article. Motion made by Selectman 
Ganem, seconded by Selectman Silk. The Moderator asked for discus- 
sion on the Article. There being none, called for a voice vote on the 
Article. Voice vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the 
Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 20: To see whether the Town will vote to authorize that the 
Conservation Commission be empowered to manage the Town forests 
under the provision of RSA 31:112, Il, and that any proceeds as might 
accrue from said forests be placed in a separate conservation fund to be 
managed by said Commission. This authorization shall remain in effect 
until rescinded by a vote of Town Meeting. The Moderator read the 
Article in its entirety and called for a motion to move the Article. Motion 
made by Selectman Silk, seconded by Selectman Ganem. The 
Moderator asked for discussion on the Article. There being none, called — 
for a voice vote on the Article. Voice vote was in the affirmative and the 
Moderator declared the Article adopted.

To: The Citizens of Wolfeboro 

From: The Budget Committee, Board of Selectmen and 
James A. McSweeney, Town Manager 

Re: General Budget Information 

Date: February 9, 1993 


The proposed municipal operating budget for 1993 is submitted to you 
for your consideration. This budget document covers the budget period 
January 1, 1993 through December 31, 1993. The budgets detailed in 
this document by categories, departments, divisions, programs and line 
items estimate proposed operating and maintenance expenditures totaling 
$10,211,345. This amount is $629,493 above the 1992 approved operat- 
ing budget. These figures represent a 6.56% increase in proposed total 
expenditures over the 1992 appropriations. 

The overall increase ($629,493) is mostly attributable to a $300,000 


increase in purchase of electricity for resale. Other main impacts are as a 


result of a required 53rd payroll, approximated $47,000 in wage and ben- 
efit increases, general increase in supplies, materials, expendables etc. 
Some other major impacts are: General Government $75,000, Public 
Safety $185,000 ($75,000 transfer to ambulance from Health), Sanitation 


$50,000. Throughout the budget process there are other increases which — 
were offset by decreased expenditures in other budgets. For example — 


decreases are reflected in the Highway, Health and Debt Service budgets. 


THE PROPOSED OPERATING BUDGET TOTAL, AFTER REMOVING ~ 


THE SELF SUPPORTING BUDGETS,(ELECTRIC, WATER & SEWER) 
REFLECTS AN INCREASE OF $263,648 OR 6.55% OVER THE 1992 
OPERATING BUDGET ($4,290,985 for 1993 and $4,027,337 for 1992). 
GIVEN THE RATE OF INFLATION FOR 1992 AT 3%, (+or-), OUR BUD- 


GET, ADJUSTED FOR INFLATION, REFLECTS AN INCREASE OF > 
3.55%. In 1991 and 1992 we experienced a decrease of approximately 


1% for each year. 

The budget also estimates proposed capital expenditures in all funds at 
$490,000, down (-44.9%) from $890,000 in 1992. After deducting the “self 
Supporting” utilities budgets we show a net on Tax Rate for 1993 of 
$330,000 or an increase in capital expenditures of 10% over 1992 
($300,000). 

Combined spending, as proposed is ESTIMATED at this time, (includes 
ESTIMATED school, town warrant articles and county) totals $? (NOT 
AVAILABLE AT THIS WRITING) for 1993. These do not reflect any war- 

rant articles that may be petitioned or any school proposals. 
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REVENUES: 

Revenue projections for 1993 have been attached fro your review and 
consideration and to allow proper application to the 1993 budget process. 
These projections can be found on the following pages. 


PROPERTY VALUATION: 

In 1990 the Town was revalued. This resulted in a new total assessed 
property valuation of $711,412,062 (100% +or -). We anticipated an 
increase in valuation for 1992 of about $4,700,000. In fact we experienced 
an increase of $3,600,000 (.05%). The decrease in the estimate was due 
to adjustments and abatements of the 1990 and 1991 valuation along with 
the resulting appeals etc. 

In spite of this our total valuation continues to grow, not dramatically, 
but sufficient to continue to have a positive effect on our tax base. This 
growth along with the continued demands of the public for continued and 
increased services is the driving force in attempting to stabilize our munic- 
ipal cost. 

We are projecting (as of January 1, 1993) a conservative property valu- 
ation increase of approximately $4,000,000. It is anticipated at this time 
that our current valuation of $713,790,585 will increase to $717,700,000 
as of April 1, 1993. This will represent less than a 1% (.055) increase in 
the town’s net assessed valuation. This factor combined with the pro- 
posed minor increase in spending will have a definite effect toward our 
goal of stabilizing the tax rate. 


DEBT SERVICE GENERAL GOVERNMENT: 

The proposed 1993 budget of $288,890 for debt service reflects a net 
dollar decrease of $25,664 from that of 1992. Our debt service is matur- 
ing. This, coupled with the fact of having to borrow less in Tax Anticipation 
Notes, is the reason for some of the decrease. This is a direct result of 
twice per year tax billing (1991 first year) and better investment of idle 
funds, in spite of lower earning rates. Any decreases that we see in future 
years will be due to declining interest cost as bond principal is reduced 
annually and the anticipated continued decrease in our needs to borrow. 


DEBT SERVICE ENTERPRISE FUND (WATER): 

Another important fact regarding our debt service is that debt service 
appropriations in the enterprise funds were removed in the 1991 budget 
from the general fund and are now budgeted in the appropriate area 
(Water/Sewer Funds). There is a need for town meeting to ratify this 
action as it was originally created by town meeting. A warrant article for 
1993 will address this matter.

PERSONNEL: 

The number of hours for the accounts payable/receivable clerk have 
been increased so as to provide for a new full time position in this area. 
As a result our full time complement of town employees will be 73. 

One new part time position is proposed in the budget to address the 
needs of the communication department. Our total number of regular part 
time employees is recommend at 32. 


PERSONNEL BENEFITS AND WAGES: 

The town has a contractual agreement with about 50% of the town 
employees. Contract negotiations were finalized on February 3, 1993. A 
one year contract has been ratified. The contract will provide a $.35 per 
hour increase, the addition of a dental plan for town employees and an 
increase of group term life insurance to $25,000 per employee. (Formally 
life insurance coverage was 50% of annual wage.) The Board also consid- 
ered the compensation package for non bargaining unit employees. 
Wages and benefits will reflect a comparable adjustment for this group. 
The changes will be effective April 1, 1993. In previous years, wage 
adjustments reflected retroactive increases to January 1. The total pack- 
age is estimated to cost about $47,000 for the 1993 budget or approxi- 
mately $.065 on the tax rate. We believe that the compensation package 
reflects fair wages and benefits for the town’s dedicated employees. 


GENERAL INFORMATION: 

As you will note in the chart below (COMPARATIVE TAX RATE AND 
VALUATION IN DOLLARS) all appropriations continue to increase. It was 
Stated previously that the municipal percentage share of the tax rate (that 
which we have some direct control over) has bounced up and down over 
the years. Our goal is to stabilize this up and down trend. The following 
depicts this “bouncing” of the past and the beginning of a trend toward 
Stabilization.

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ENTERPRISE FUND- WATER BOND ISSUE: 

The Board and Budget Fommittee are recommending to the community 
a $700,000 bond issue to address multiple needs within the water supply 
and distributions system. By addressing these needs now, the town will be 
able to take advantage of a 50% grant from Farmer’s Home 
Administration (FmHA) as well as a low cost loan (5 1/2 - 5 3/8 approx.) 
over a thirty year period. The projects entail the following project cost sub- 
ject to adjustment:

We have 
major decisions ahead of us. Decisions that will allow us to comply with 
mandates, repair some of our infrastructure and move ahead on several 
other community improvements projects. The dollars are many but So are 
the problems that have precipitated the need for the projects. Further 
delay will only increase the cost and the associated problems. | 

Your consideration is needed now as we continue to chart this spend- 
ing course. Your direction is a necessary component to our future. The 
problems have been with us. They are not going to go away. They need to 
be fixed. The overall community needs continue to call for attention. 

As has been stated before, the budget document that you are about to 
consider is the most important municipal business before all of us for1993 
and for years ahead. We believe that we have properly reviewed the 


needs of our community and placed before you our recommendations for 


your further consideration. We look forward to the continued review and 
overview of our recommendations. Hopefully our and your efforts will com- 


plement the anticipated upturn in our overall economic outlook for the | 


nation, state and our community.

_ In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the

Electric Department Inventory 


Finding - The inventory worksheets were not completely priced of 
extended properly. The inventory was not adjusted at year end. 


_Recommendation - The electric department inventory should be 
_ reviewed for all pricing and extension. the inventory should be adjusted 
_at year end. 


-Management’s Comments - The electric department will correct and 
continue to improve the inventory tracking system already in place. 


Charts of Accounts 


Finding - Numerous accounts have been added to the Chart of 
Accounts over the years. A number of the accounts were for a single 
purpose and are not utilized presently. A number of accounts including 
Cash, tax receivables, etc., require the combining of several accounts to 
arrive at the net balance. Different types of account (assets, liability, etc.) 
are not systematically grouped on the chart of account. 


Recommendation - We recommend the town review the chart of 
accounts and eliminate any unnecessary accounts. we recommend the 
_ Town review the report formats and to rework either the account struc- 
ture or the report formats of the net account for cash, taxes receivable, 
etc., appear on the balance sheet in systematic order. 
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Management’s Comments - The chart of accounts is being purified. All 
accounts that are not currently in use will be removed. Reports are cur- 
rently being revised. Classification of accounts will be revised. 


Deposit 


Finding - The Town has cash accounts that are uninsured and/or uncol- 
lateralized and in excess of the master repurchase agreement at year 
end. 


Recommendation - The town’s deposit are insured as follows: 

$100,000 for all demand deposits in aggregate in the Town’s name and — 
$100,000 for all saving deposits in aggregate in the Town’s name. The i 
master repurchase agreement covers up to $1.5 million. We recommend 
the Town review its cash flow and make separate arrangements to 
insure funds excess of the $1.5 million. 













Management’s Comments - We have reviewed the cash flow and the 
insurance of all monies. In the interest of reducing exposure for losses 
due to bank failures, we have opened accounts in another bank and the ~ 
deposits are collateralized. Collateral will be adjusted as cash to 
requires. 


Tax Collector 


Finding - The Tax Collector does not notify the Registry of deeds withi if 
30 days of redeemed tax liens that are paid as required by RSA 80:75. 


Recommendation - The Tax Collector should implement a system to 
ensure that the Registry of Deeds is notified within 30 days after tax 
liens are paid. 


Management’s Comments - The tax collector is already notifying the 
registry of deeds within 30 days of redeemed tax liens. } 


Year End Accruals 
Finding - During the course of our audit we noted a number of accrual . 
accounts had not been reconciled at year end. The general ledger _ 
account had not been adjusted to reconcile to the detailed backup ~ 
accounts. These include the accounts payable, accounts receivable, | 
accrued expense and interfund payables and receivables. | . | 
Recommendation - The Town should reconcile all accruals accounts at 
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ad year end to the supporting documentation. 


_ Management’s Comments - All accruals are now reconciled monthly 
and will also be done at year end. Supporting schedules will be provided 
- to the auditors at year end. 


Inter-Fund Transfers 


a Finding - We noted transfers to the water/sewer, electric and capital 
_ reserve had not been made at year end. 


Recommendation - All interfund transfers should be reviewed prior to 
_ the year end to ensure all have been accounted for. 


Management’s Comments - We have implemented a quarterly billing 
system between departments for all transfers. This will eliminate any 
possibility of missing a year end transfer. 


Adjusting Entries 


_ Finding - We noted numerous adjusting entries were made during the 
_ year to correct prior misposting or to reclassify expenditures or rev- 
- enues. 


_ Recommendation - The office staff should be sure that the initial post- 
ings are correct. This will save time from having to repost a correcting 
entry. In addition, this will help to reduce the potential for errors going 
_ undetected or repostings being incorrect. 


_Management’s Comments - Many of the adjusting entries were made 


to reconcile a report which as of January 1992 is no longer in use. The 
number of adjusting entries has been drastically reduced.

As 1992 becomes a year in history, let us reflect on a few of the pro- 
jects and tasks accomplished. 

Wolfeboro had a moment in the limelight when National Geographic 
Travel Magazine visited the Libby Museum. Under the watchful eye of 
it's director, programs are flourishing and the number of visitors increas- 
es every year. . 

the Street Numbering Committee charged with developing a formal- 
ized numbering program, that will assist the safety and efficiency of our 
community relative to emergency service, delivery services, etc., was 
greeted with mixed emotions by some. The dedicated committee mem- 
bers continue their momentous task and should be thanked for their 
efforts. 

Some programs continue to be assisted with grants, such as contin- 
ued improvements to the Russell Chase Bridge Falls Path , and a feder- 
al Small Business Administration Grant for the Path as well as the Clark 
House Museum. 

Americans with Disabilities Act requirements have been reviewed at 
all town buildings so that we may better serve all members of the com- 
munity. To that end, the Public Safety Building was used as the polling 
place in November. Some improvements will be made for March voting. 

The Public Library was offered by the town to host the New 
Hampshire Municipal Association’s “New Town Officials” workshop. This 
program occurs shortly after elections and attempts are made to reach 
all areas of the state on a rotating basis. 

New to the town are: donation of a granite bench by the Lake 
Wentworth Association in memory of John Denison; a Fire Chief to 
replace Chief Zip Foss after 16 years in that position; and the “milfoil 
muncher” program. This program was assisted by state funds to study 
Pparaponyx larvae as a natural solution to the milfoil congestion problem. 
Mr. Doug Smithwood amazed many townspeople at a Selectmen’s 
meeting not only with movies of his studies, but some of the “munchers” 
alive in a jar as well. 

| was proud to represent the Board in honor of Joshua Weston Burke 
whose Eagle Scout project benefits Wolfeboro and Tuftonboro Little 
League through the completion of a much needed scoreboard at Foss 
Field. 
As Chairman, | perambulated the Wolfeboro-Wakefield Town Line — 
with Earle Dodier, Wakefield selectman on a very cold damp day. the 
same weather conditions prevailed when inspecting three roads which | 
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became town roads in December: a portion of Nary Shores Road, Trask 
Summit Road aka Upper Trask Mountain Road, and Meredith Road aka 
Greenleaf Drive. 

It is because of the interest of citizens and many hours of dedication 
from town employees that make Wolfeboro’s projects and tasks suc- 
cessful. | am proud of all those who have contributed through their civic 
duty as individuals or members of organizations. The very best of 
Wolfeboro today is a result of the cooperative efforts of the citizens and 
town employees striving toward a mutual goal.

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Report of the 
Planning Department 


Planning activities this year include continued support to the Planning 
Board for subdivision and site plan applications, a major effort in the 
update of our 1980 Master Plan and completion of the Bridge-Falls Path. 

The Bridge-Falls Path was dedicated to Russell C. Chase on 
September 2nd, 1992. The project marks the completion of a two year 
process to create a recreational path from the Wolfeboro Railroad Depot 
to Route 28, a distance of one-half mile. 

A Trails-Rails Area Committee has been formed by the towns of 
Wakefield, Brookfield and Wolfeboro to develop a long range recreation 
plan for the railroad right-of-way. State officials at the NH Division of 
Parks and Recreation and the Bureau of Railroads are assisting in the 
process as well as the Lakes Region Planning Commission. 

The Department has assisted the Planning Board in the development 
of Wolfeboro 2000, the volunteer portion of the Master Plan update. Five 
committees are currently working to tackle issues dealing with down- 
town, parking, pathways, signs and transportation. Planning Board con- 
sultants have completed draft chapters for Population, Housing, 
Economic Base, Recreation, and Agricultural and Forest Land 
Resources. In the coming year Transportation, Public Utilities and 
Downtown chapters will be completed in conjunction with the Wolfeboro 
2000 committees and various departments. 

The Department is continuing its assistance with various other plan- 
ning related committees: Street Numbering (appointed by the 
Selectmen), Route 28 Committee (jointly appointed by the Planning 
Board and the Economic Development Committee); and the Economic 
Development Committee (appointed by the Selectmen). 

Other activities include the management of a townwide mapping pro- 
ject which includes aerial photography for a portion of the town, the com- 
puterization of a new base map for the Town, new tax parcel maps, and 
the ability to link databases with the maps; supervision of ongoing Town 
Property surveys and related negotiations; assistance in the develop- 
ment of road layout procedures and standards; and continued grant 
administration. 

Planning Board approvals for the year included twenty site plan 
approvals: three home occupations totaling 2,234 square feet; two multi- 
family projects totaling 9 units; nine projects for retail and service trades 
totaling 11,670 square feet; and one manufacturing facility of 30,000 
total square feet. 
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Eleven subdivisions were approved creating 17 lots, including two lot 
line adjustments. The subdivisions affected 490 acres.

The Lakes Region Planning Commission is a voluntary association of 
local communities designated by area towns as the organization that 
brings towns and cities within the Region together. By associating and 
pooling resources, local governments have a highly trained professional 
staff available to them for a wide variety of services. Areas of current 
expertise include land use planning, transportation planning, master 
planning, environmental planning, capital improvement programming, 
impact fee studies, economic and community development, housing, fis- 
cal and environmental impact analysis, geographic information systems 
and computerized cartography, household hazardous waste collections 
and site plan review. Communities may also obtain the services of a pro- 
fessional planner on a regular basis through our circuit rider program. 
The Commission also serves as a Collective voice in dealings with state 
and federal governments protecting and furthering the interests of our 
communities. 

Your support enables the LRPC to undertake comprehensive regional 
planning and to carry out various projects and programs of regional ben- 
efit. Over the past year, the LRPC: 


e Provided consultation and assistance to twenty-eight member com- 
munities. 


¢ Met repeatedly with state officials and agency representatives to influ- 
ence policy and help keep the Region an active participant in many 
ongoing State programs. 


¢ Contracted and coordinated the 9th, and largest, regional household 
hazardous waste program in the Lakes Region serving over eighteen 
municipalities in a one day super collection. 


¢ Participated on the Governor's Advisory Committee for the creation of 
the Governor’s State Park along Lake Winnisquam in Laconia. 


¢ Sponsored local sessions of the NH Law Lecture Series. 


¢ Incorporated and participated on the Belknap County Economic 
Development Council, a regional consortium of area towns for eco- 
nomic betterment. 


¢ Supported the capitalization of the long awaited US Route 3 and NH 
Route 11 community oriented transportation study of the Route 3 & 
11 transportation corridor from Franklin to Laconia. 


¢ Appointed to the Route 3 & 11 Policy Advisory Committee and 
entered into an Agreement with the NH Department of Transportation 
to participate in the undertaking of this important corridor analysis. 


- Completed a comprehensive environmental, transportation and land 
use analysis of important industrial lands bordering Gilford and 
Laconia for future economic development efforts on behalf of both 
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municipalities. 


Prepared an analysis of barriers to affordable housing that was used 
by the NH Office of State Planning and the NH Housing Finance 
Authority for developing strategies relative to affordable housing. 


Enhanced our geographic. information systems capability. With two 
trained staff people, we provide advice regarding GIS to many mem- 
ber towns. We have completed GIS mapping for projects in Laconia, 
Franklin, Holderness and Moultonborough. We also are represented 
on the NH GIS Advisory Committee. 


Continued to participate on the State’s Ad Hoc Route 16 Advisory 
Committee which is overseeing the Route 16 Feasibility Study 
designed to investigate steps to preserve the Route 16 transportation 
corridor to insure economic vitality and a high quality of life for the 
residents of communities and regions served by Route 16. 


Obtained approval from the NH Department of Environmental 
Services and US Environmental Protection Agency to develop and 
promote local water quality protection regulations among communities 
bordering Lake Winnipesaukee. The project is expected to be funded 
in 1993 and carried forward into 1994. 


Continued to participate on and support the NH Heritage Trails 
efforts. The NH Heritage Trail is a recreational trail generally following 
the Pemigewasset and Merrimack Rivers from the Canadian border to 
the Massachusetts border. 


Made available the services of a recycling coordinator to area towns. 


Worked closely with the Merrimack River Watershed Council, 
Pemigewasset River Watershed Council, the National Park Service, 
Society for the Protection of NH Forests and others to protect open 
space and conserve important parcels of land along the 
Pemigewasset and Merrimack Rivers as part of two federal Wild and 
Scenic Rivers studies. 


Initiated point and non-point source pollution mapping of towns in the 
Region and transferred this information into the LRPC’s geographic 
information system. 


Continued to administer the Region Il Transportation Advisory 
Committee in coordination with the NH Department of Transportation. 
This group meets throughout the year and has established regional 
transportation priorities which are annually presented to the 
Governor’s Highway Advisory Council and the State Department of 
Transportation for future transportation improvements projects. 


Continued to administer and participate in a number of master plan 
updates throughout the Region including, but not necessarily limited 
to, Belmont, Andover, Northfield, Holderness, Gilmanton and 
Sanborton. 


Surveyed area towns to learn of the services that are of the greatest 
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regional priority; e.g., education, data and information services and 

land use/water quality management.

In June, 1992, the Planning Board launched a community initiative to 
update the Wolfeboro Master Plan. 

Christening Wolfeboro 2:0-0-0, this planning effort is a collaboration of 
citizen committees, Town staff and boards, and professional consultants 
working to develop a common vision of Wolfeboro. 

Volunteer committees formed under the Wolfeboro 2:0-:0:0 umbrella 
include Parking, Transportation, Downtown, Signs and Pathways. In 
addition,the pre-existing Route 28 and Economic Development 
Committees are participating in this process. 

Good progress has been made as some sections of the plan are 
ready for Planning Board review, public comment and adoption by the 
Town. 

The goal of Wolfeboro 2-0-0-0 is to articulate a common vision of 
Wolfeboro and to formulate a plan to achieve that vision. The plan pro- 
duced will not be static, but subject to regular review and revision. 

The process works best when the greatest number of citizens are 
involved. Sincere thanks go to the many people who have contributed 
time, talent and financial resources to make Wolfeboro 2:0:0-0 happen. 

Broad citizen participation is essential as information is presented at 
public hearings for comment.

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Wolfeboro Police Department 
Annual Report 


The Police Department finished another active year with some slight 
decreases in Reportable Incidents and a minor decrease in Motor 
Vehicle Accidents. Although court activity seems to show a major 
decrease, this is due in part to a change in the way cases are tracked. In 
prior years Cases were tracked as they were submitted to the court. Now 
they are reported only after disposition. A number of cases may be out- 
standing at any give time. This is also the last year that the UCR statis- 
tics will appear. For 1993, the Police Department will be converting to 
the new Incident Based Reporting System (IBRS) which tracks more 
types of crimes and in two different categories. 

In commenting on the UCR statistics, there was an increase in bur- 
glaries by 8 from the previous year. Ten of these occurred in one area of 
Pleasant Valley over a very short time period. At the time of this writing, 
a solution of those burglaries appears imminent. Several burglaries in 
the downtown business areas were investigated and arrests and recov- 
eries made in some of those. Vandalism also showed a substantial 
decrease. 

Motor vehicle activity contributes greatly to the suppression of many 
types of crimes, as well as in reducing accidents. We have continued a 
policy of aggressive traffic enforcement which shows a good return for 
the effort. This is reflected in the decreases already mentioned and in 
DWI, liquor offenses and disorderly conduct. Thefts were down by 33 
percent. Part of the suppression effort is through random checks of busi- 
nesses at night. Last year officers found 231 open doors and windows 
during these checks. This is an increase of 43 percent over 1991. False 
alarms remain high and are a continual problem. You will notice that 
there were 433 alarms in 1992, compared to 437 in 1991. 

It was a difficult year for the Department in terms of staffing. In March, 
Sgt. Chris Walsh left to work in a family owned business. Sgt. Brian 
Black was transferred from Patrol Sergeant to Detective Sergeant to fill 
this gap. Senior Patrol Officer Seppo Lehto was promoted to Patrol 
Sergeant. This left the patrol force short one position. Following an 
extensive hiring process, Off. Glenn Pafford was employed. He attended 
the New Hampshire Police Academy in September so prior to his com- 
pletion of training was limited in the duties that could be assigned. We 
also lost another patrol officer who left to accept employment with anoth- 
er agency. Off. Steve Siegel was also our D.A.R.E. officer. His position 
was filled with the hiring of Off. Eric Borrin. Because Off. Borrin was 
already certified as a police officer, he was able to assume regular duty 
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after a short induction training period. Still in all the department was 
operating under strength for a good part of the year. Special recognition 
is merited for all the officers, both full and part-time, who worked hard to 
take up the slack as best they could. Also, congratulations to Off. Pafford 
who was named outstanding officer of his Academy class. 

The Police Commission also suffered a loss in the resignation of long- 
time Commissioner, Michael Lampron. Comm. Lampron left because of 
increased personal obligations to his work and his family. He will be 
sorely missed. Mr. John Bridges was appointed to complete the term 
until March 1993. 

1992 also saw the retirement of Chief Charles “Zip” Foss from the 
Fire Department. His departure marked the end of an era of long service 
to the Town. Following Chief Foss’ retirement came the hiring of a new 
Fire Chief and the Police Department would like to take this opportunity 
to welcome Chief Michael Howard to the Public Safety Sector. We thank 
him for his cooperation and assistance. 

Last year | commented in my report that “Alcohol is the drug of choice 
for young Americans.” | still believe this to be true and grim statistics 
continue to support this position. While other drugs cannot be ignored, 
emphasis still must fall on that so readily available and acceptable gate- 
way drug, ALCOHOL. All of us, police, schools, and particularly parents 
must be alert for signs of abuse. You, the parents, must lead. | again 
reiterate what | said last year: “Don’t wait until its too late. Talk to your 
kids about drugs.” 

| would like to thank the members of the Police Department for their 
continuing efforts to make Wolfeboro a safe community. Their long hours 
and personal sacrifices are too often overlooked. | would also like to 
thank the members of Wolfeboro Central Dispatch and the Wolfeboro 
Fire/Rescue Department for their assistance and cooperation this past 
year.

Central Dispatch finished another busy year that included the addition 
of equipment and a full year of providing 9-1-1 services. There was a 
significant increase in service demands brought about by some reorgani- 
zation within the Fire/Rescue Department under the new Fire Chief. 

A major implementation was the installation of the State Police On- 
Line Telecommunication service (SPOTS). This provides direct access 
for the Police Department to motor vehicle information, criminal records, 
National Crime Information Center (NCIC) records and others. 
Dispatchers receive training as required by the State Police who oversee 
the system. The computer was installed and the system was utilized 
heavily. 

We also took a major step forward when the Wolfeboro Rotary Club 
donated a Telecommunication Device for the Deaf (TDD) to Central 
Dispatch. This device allows the hearing impaired to communicate over 
telephone lines using a personal TDD to link into the Dispatch Center. 
As a result of this installation, Wolfeboro Central Dispatch received the 
Community Access Award from the Granite State Independent Living 
Foundation. We want to thank the Rotary Club for their generosity. 

Wolfeboro Central Dispatch has provided clerical assistance to the 
Police Department over the past several years and is now being utilized 
for similar services by the Fire/Rescue Department. This service frees 
police and fire personnel to perform their regular functions more effi- 
ciently and effectively. It is a valuable service for both departments. 

| mentioned 9-1-1 earlier. You will see that the service had a great 
deal of use in 1992. There were a total of 767 calls received, 309 were 
actual service calls. The remainder were routine calls that should have 
been called in on regular fire or police business lines. There were also a 
few crank calls where no one would answer. | would remind you all that 
9-1-1 is an emergency service and should only be used for actual 
emergencies where life is in danger or there are injuries to persons, or 
for any fire related incidents. 
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We would like to thank the Police Department and the Fire/Rescue 
Department for their continuing support and assistance and to welcome 
Chief Howard to Wolfeboro. We look forward to serving Public Safety, 
and through them the Town of Wolfeboro for years to come.

The full-time personnel have been assigned the following 
responsibilities to achieve this; Lieutenant Lawrence Carville - Fire 
Alarm/Communications, Lieutenant Philip Morrill, Jr. - Fire Prevention/

Firefighter James Dearborn, Sr. - Mechanical, and Firefighter Mark 
Hutchins - Rescue Liaison. 


Through the combined efforts of the officers and members of the 
Wolfeboro Fire/Rescue Department some of the major accomplishments 
achieved during the year are as follows:

Program.

Development of a Shift Coverage Program utilizing the call personnel 
to assure 24 hour coverage with two persons on duty. 


Signed agreement for an ALS (Advanced Life Support) package with 
the State of New Hampshire and Huggins Hospital to provide a higher 
level of emergency care to the citizens of Wolfeboro.

The most significant being the purchase of 1000 feet of 5 inch 
diameter hose and fittings for Tanker 1 to improve flow of water at an 
incident. 
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The Fire/Rescue Department answered a total of 449 alarms during 
the year.

The department also raised 1,054 feet of aerial and 
ground ladders. A total of 6 hydrants were also used.

Fire calls decreased by 14 while Rescue calls increased by 46.

Training Division Report 


The department continued to spend many hours during the year 
upgrading the levels of personnel certification. 

The scheduled training breakdown for all Wolfeboro Fire/Rescue per- 
sonnel during the year 1992 consisting of 88 hours for each individual. 
Note: These hours do not reflect the time spent by Company Officers 
training their personnel during the year or individual study time or testing 
for various levels of Certification. This scheduled training for all depart- 
ment members totals 3,520 hours of training during the year 1992. 

Training Topics Covered; Fire Communications, Ice Rescue, Mutual 
Aid Drill (Preplan Avery Building), Combined Operations (SCBA, 
Ladders & Positive Pressure Ventilation), SCBA Certification & 
Recertification, CPR Certification & Recertification, Hazmat Awareness/ 
Operational, Incident Command System, Vehicle Extrication, Medical & 
Rescue Equipment, Upper & Lower Extremity Injuries, and Pediatric 
Emergencies. 

Various specialized courses/seminars were attended by department 
members during the calendar Year 1992, a total of 295 hours was spent 
in these programs. 

Various fire education programs were delivered to the citizens, busi- 
ness groups and organizations of Wolfeboro.

Annual maintenance was performed on all vehicles in 1992. In addi- 
tion, many vehicles required extensive maintenance due to their age and 
changes during the course of the year.

1992 was a busy year for the Rescue Company. We welcomed two 
new members during the year. They were Tina Keniston, EMT, in 
January and in November Melanie Finniss, First Responder, came on 
board. Jeffrey T. Morgan, who was serving as Captain of the Rescue 
Company, retired to pursue other opportunities elsewhere. 

In 1992, we had a total of 212 calls. These included 158 Medical 
Emergencies (ie diabetic emergencies, strokes, fall, lacerations, sports 
injuries), 9 heart attacks (working codes), 45 Motor Vehicle Accidents (1 
fatality), which are broken down as follows:

33 ‘Involving Another Vehicle or Stationary Object 
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In all, we treated 141 patients. Our busiest month was December with 
a total of 30 calls.

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Report of Town Forest Fire Warden 
and State Forest Ranger 


1992 was below average for wildfires reported in our state. Our 
largest fire was in May in Rumney where a suspicious origin fire burned 
approximately 150 acres with a total cost of approximately $30,000. The 
N.H. Division of Forests and Lands assisted many other communities in 
wildland fire suppression as well. 

Our fire lookout tower reported 289 fires, burning a total of 136 acres. 
Our major causes of fires were fires kindled without a permit, unknown 
Causes and children. 

Please help your town and state forest fire officials with fire preven- 
tion. New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27) requires that, “No person, 
firm or corporation shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or burn or 
cause to be burned any material in the open, except when the ground is 
covered with snow, without first obtaining a written fire permit from 
the Forest Fire Warden of the town where the burning Is to be 
done.” Violation of this statute is a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine 
of up to $1,000 and/or a year in jail and you are liable for all fire suppres- 
sion costs. 

Local fire departments are responsible for suppressing fires. The 
small average fire size of .47 acres/fire is a tribute to early detection by 
the public or our fire tower system and the quick response of our trained 
local fire departments. Please help your Warden and fire department by 
requesting and obtaining a fire permit before kindling an open fire. 

The N.H. Division of Forests and Lands assisted 28 towns with a total 
of $20,000 in 50/50 cost share grants for fire fighter safety items and 
wildland suppression equipment in 1992.

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Report of the 
Director of Public Works 


The Department of Public Works certainly experienced a “Leap Year” 
with their many varied activities and their willingness to initiate the need- 
ed projects for our community. Continued challenges within all the Public 
Works Divisions have been the acceptable mode of operation. The posi- 
tive response by division members to achieve accomplishments was 
most noteworthy and exemplified the concept of teamwork. With this 
“Can Do” attitude, division workers showed that “Striving for Excellence” 
can be part of their everyday work habits. 

Much change has taken place in our Solid Waste Facility. David Ford 
our new superintendent set a demanding and professional course of 
action. His leadership has dug us out from the “dump” era, and set oper- 
ation objectives second to none. The crew processed 6,800 tons of 
MSW while recycling 900 tons. To aid this operation construction of 
loading docks and retaining walls, and the purchase of storage contain- 
ers were achieved. The receipt of $4,500 matching grant funds from the 
State of New Hampshire was the culmination of much effort and hard 
work by the recycling committee. The vision of recycling plastic com- 
menced and new goals will be reached in the upcoming months. 
Implementation of Phase | landfill closure began by installing a needed 
culvert, stone lined ditch, and a new water line. The overall improved 
appearance of our site is an indicator that our crews want to reach new 
plateaus of professionalism. 

_ The Waste Water Treatment Plant Division, which operates twenty- 
four hours a day, continues with their surge to implement much needed 
improvements. Approximately 4,800' of spray irrigation pipe was 
replaced due to the impact of Hurricane Bob. This accomplishment was 
achieved by an energized crew headed by John Craigue. The tenacity of 
David Ford led to numerous adjustments in the spray area operation - 
thus greatly mitigating odor problems. Behind the scenes our crews 
treated 114,000,000 gallons of wastewater and 214,000 gallons of sep- 
tage. Composting efforts resulted in the processing of 65 tons of sludge 
or 1,500 cubic yards of recycled material. This material will be used in 
conjunction with our landfill closure. Major steps to follow our capital 
improvement plan were taken. The design plant update was awarded for 
construction. 

The Water & Sewer Division maintained their excellent overview of 
our water & sewer distribution system. Sonny Swinerton reached a mile- 
stone when he was promoted to assistant superintendent. His crews, 
who always respond in a positive manner, continued with their worth- 
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while endeavors. Two major water and sewer contracts were completed 
on time and within budget constraints. Installation of a meter testing 
tank, using recycled water, was completed. Because of new federal 
requirements, additional testing measures in the copper and lead pro- 
gram were initiated. The use of television and smoke testing operations 
were used to evaluate our sewer distribution lines. The results showing 
infiltration will be our next challenge for corrective action. 

The Highway Division, headed by John Libby continued to “Strive for 
Excellence.” Personnel were always willing and able to attack any prob- 
lem or concern. Approximately 11,850' of roads were paved and 6.5 
miles of various roadways were sealed. To aid and update the efficiency 
of our operations, a Dresser Loader was purchased. 1,000’ of Beech 
Pond Road was reconstructed by “In House” crews. A special paving 
effort was made to improve our dockside parking area. The continued 
use of liquid Calcium Chloride abated dust and stabilized our gravel 
roads. In addition this product was introduced for snow operations. The 
numerous winter activities which always challenge our crews were han- 
died in a most efficient manner. Their willingness to act under any 
adverse conditions is a plus for our community. 

Attention to our docks was a high priority. New Lakeside benches 
were designed and placed for public enjoyment. Another area that 
received needed attention was our dam. A major study was completed, 
and regular maintenance was accomplished through the effective efforts 
of Allen Stevens. 

Behind our operational requirements are the great support people. 
Fleet Management Division headed by Jim Champagne continues with 
their major effort to reduce deficiencies and provide effective mainte- 
nance practices. Over 1,000 various equipment repairs were accom- 
plished. A joint coordinated team effort resulted in the installation of our 
new garage drain tank. The first phase for improving our energy efficien- 
cy at the garage was the replacement of three overhead doors. After 
much research a new waste-oil heater was also installed. The re-use of 
this oil provides needed heat to our building while reducing energy costs. 

The many activities that challenge our Department of Public Works 
have been met with vigor and a “Can Do” attitude. Our accomplishments 
were performed by conscientious people. With their strong support, | feel 
a great sense of achievement. My personal thanks to them for their dili- 
gent efforts and constant attention to our operations. Again, | thank other 
departments, volunteers, and citizens for their dedication to improve our 
community. We will continue to “Strive for Excellence” for the Town of 
Wolfeboro.

The employees of the Wolfeboro Municipal Electric Department thank 
the citizens of the Town of Wolfeboro for recognizing that this 
Department continues to supply electricity at 20-30% below surrounding 
utilities in a friendly and efficient manner. 

Power outage continues to lessen, as lines are rebuilt and trimmed. 
Recent work in the Pine Hill area, and Birch Hill Estates will improve the 
reliability in those areas as well as Route 28, North and East Wolfeboro. 
Obviously we consider 1992 a fortunate year in that we had no major 
storm related outages. 

Several street lights were either relocated or replaced in an ongoing 
program to save energy as a savings of 100 watts can be realized with a 
new sodium vapor light. 

New services and line improvements were carried out at the new 
Wickers plant, the Wolfeboro Inn, and Bowers and Merena’s new loca- 
tion. 

Major new line extensions and relocations were completed at The 
Wolfeboro Hill Camp School, Kingswood Golf Club, Penn Air Estates, 
and near Brook and Bridle. 

Several trimming operations including Beech Pond Road, New 
Garden Road, North Line Road, and the Moore Shore will improve ser- 
vice and diminish outages as we plan to run new lines in 1993. 

The Department continues to comply with EPA regulations regarding 
strict environmental controls. In 1992 we were audited by the State and 
found in compliance with rules and regulations regarding control of 
PCB’s, a possible health hazard found in some transformers. 

For the second year in a row the Electric Department was awarded a 
safety award from Northeast Public Power Association by providing a 
safe work environment. Safety is a prime concern of all who work around 
electricity. 

The Line Department in cooperation with the plant crew did extensive 
maintenance of the substation located on Lehner Street, including 
replacing several fuse breakers. 

The Line Department will have four members graduating on February 
18th from the school sponsored by NEPPA which they have attended. 
Congratulations to Rob Kuell, Jim King, Steve Wood and Mike Thurston. 
Steve and Rob again donated their time and efforts to Public Power 
Week by producing and manning a booth along with Jim at the Rotary 
Marketplace. 

On November 17th our meter reader Nancy Jesseman was severely 
injured in an automobile accident at Robin Acres entrance. Nancy is still 
out and we wish for a speedy recovery. 
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It is with regret that we note the passing of Loren Piper, a loyal former 
employee of this Department. He will be missed. 

The Department continues to provide support to the other Town 
Departments as well as organizations such as the Chamber of 
Commerce Christmas tree lighting program. Over $6,000.00 in labor and 
materials was donated to this project in 1992. 

Electric use seems to be holding steady. The peak this year was on 
January 16, 1992 (12,352 KW) in 1991 it was 11,300 KW. 

Preventative maintenance continues to be a top priority at the substa- 
tions, power plant and distribution lines. 

Major improvements, both at the substation and the plant under Fred 
Fisher’s direction, continue to be made. The plant has added many safe- 
ty and spill control measures as well as cosmetic improvements. Wiring 
was replaced from the pumphouse to the plant. Fences have been 
added and/or painted. Several pumps and motors have been rebuilt. 
Wiring at the pumphouse has been upgraded. Energy saving measures 
have been instituted saving several hundred dollars monthly in electrical 
use at the plant already. 

Ten insulators were replaced at the Substation. Preventative mainte- 
nance work was extensively carried out by Transformer Service, Inc. of 
Concord, NH, along with our crews, without interruption of power. 

The Gift of Warmth program continues to exceed all expectations. 
The fund at this time is nearly $10,000.00. A road race in November 
sponsored by the Parks and Recreation Department contributed in the 
vicinity of $1200.00. We cannot thank Sue Glenn and her crew as well 
as other volunteers, Town employees and sponsors enough for all they 
did. 

The employees of the Department look forward to continue to improve 
our services to the people of Wolfeboro and the surrounding portions of 
towns surrounding us. 

Thanks for all the cooperation of the Town officials, employees, and 
customers for their help in 1992.

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Report of Welfare Department 


1992 saw a dramatic increase in the number of people in need in the 
Town of Wolfeboro. Fueled by a combination of the recession and cut 
backs in federal programs, lay-offs and business failures, the total num- 
ber of clients increased by over 50% to well over 150. Fuel assistance, a 
federal program, was late and decreased in most cases, leaving the 
local welfare departments to pick up the differences. Many people find- 
ing themselves out of work for the first time had to turn, reluctantly, to 
town aid to help them in a bad time. 

It is a goal of the Welfare Department, and indeed, the law, to help 
people truly in need. To this end we have worked very hard. Not one 
family, that | am aware of, has gone hungry or without shelter. We tried 
to use as many different resources as possible to provide help for people 
so as not to put the entire burden on the welfare budget. Using trust 
funds, the food pantry, donations, negotiated rent decreases and other 
sources we managed to get by but still exceeded our budget to a certain 
extent. . 

Many people worked for the town in the work-fare program thereby 
giving dollar for dollar work for aid in many departments as painters and 
file clerks, in auto repairs, snow shoveling, brush clearing, sewer and 
solid waste maintenance, and even computer technology. We started a 
G.E.D. program, which is available to anyone, and out of our six gradu- 
ates, two are taking college courses. We have organized a parent sup- 
port group which meets every Thursday at the Community Center, 
through guest speakers and various sources of information, the group 
has gained much help and knowledge of the prospect of the different 
types of aid available.

REMINDER 


List of items to properly maintain septic systems if you are not on the 
public sewer: 

1. Pump out septic systems every 2-5 years. 

2. Do not flush toxic materials into the system, it kills the bacteria and 
impairs tank functions. 

3. Minimize or eliminate the use of sink disposal units that grind up 
waste food. | 

4. Conserve water use. Too much water can overload septic systems. 

5. Direct surface water and drain gutters away from the septic leach- 
field. 

6. Do not park vehicles or store heavy objects on the leachfield. This 
would compact the soil and may break the pipes. 

7. Do not add enzymes of commercial additives to your septic sys- 
tem. There are trillions of bacteria already present to provide 
enough digestion to keep it functioning properly. 

8. Do not flush bulky waste into the system. It can plug the sewer or 
distribution lines. Examples are: paper towels, tissues, feminine 
products, hair and cigarette butts belong in the garbage, not the 
toilet.

Funding for these services is received from Medicare and other insur- 
ances, fees collected and a grant from the N.H. Bureau of Maternal and 
Child Health. Gifts, donations and Town appropriated funds enable us to 
continue to provide needed services to those who need them without 
regard for their ability to pay.

Annual Report for 1992 


In addition to the ambitious annual maintenance and programming 
endeavors, 1992 represented a year of planning and looking to the 
future for the Department of Parks and Recreation. As we continue to 
feel growing pains, the completion of an indepth Recreational Chapter of 
the Wolfeboro Master Plan was achieved. In addition, we are participat- 
ing on recreational committees which are pursuing a multi-recreational 
pathway within the Railroad Right of Way connecting Wolfeboro and 
Sanbornville, as well as the Wolfeboro 2000 Pathways Committee study- 
ing non-motorized transportation within the community. An indepth 
inventory of Recreational and Cultural Facilities was completed and a 
future plan to upgrade accessibility in compliance with the Americans 
with Disabilities Act was written. 

July of 1992 saw the dedication of the 1/2 mile Russell C. Chase 
Bridge Falls Path, complete with compacted blue stone dust, seeded 
shoulders, and new double sided benches (thanks to the Kingswood 
Vocational Technical Construction Trades Class). A wheel chair accessi- 
ble ramp was installed to connect the Railroad Station boardwalk with 
the Bridge Falls Path crosswalk. 

The Foss Soccer Field received a face life this fall; a 1 1/2% grade 
and a drainage ditch will expand the use of this field by solving historical 
drainage difficulties. The field is expected to be ready for the fall soccer 
season in 1993. In addition, a backstop is planned for installation in 1993 
to provide for an additional baseball/t-ball practice field. The Foss Tennis 
Courts received a donation of a tennis backboard, which we installed 
along with two sets of new net posts which adjust the net tension. The 
Foss Basketball Courts also received three new backboards which 
replaced the original standards. A big thank you to Joshua Burke for his 
Eagle Scout Project at the baseball diamond, a new baseball scoreboard 
now decorates the outfield. 

Cate Park improvements included intensive turf reconstruction, with 
additional loam, slice seeding, aeration and fertilization. In addition, the 
Trustees of Trust Funds installed crushed stone walkways to direct foot 
traffic and to decrease soil compaction. 

The downtown beautification efforts of the Wolfeboro Garden Club 
encouraged the construction of wooden trash receptacle covers (thanks 
to the Voc. Tech. Construction Trades Class), and of course their won- 
derful flower barrels once again graced the downtown area. The 
Agricultural Trades Class helped with the design of our town flower gar- 
dens and flower boxes. They grew and planted flowers in some of our 
public areas including the Library, Libby Museum, the Beaches, South 
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Wolfeboro Park, Town Hall and the Municipal Parking Lot. 

The Clark Historic House and Pleasant Valley School House are pro- 
grammed by the Wolfeboro Historic Society and maintained by our 
Department. This cooperation has resulted in a refurbished school bell, a 
fresh coat of paint in the interior of the school house and some window 
replacements at the Clark House. 

Please take a moment to review the following graphs illustrating our 
programs and participation. A huge thank you to all of the volunteers 
and all of the supporters and supporting agencies that we have the plea- 
sure of working with. Thank you, Jim Chase and Kathy Rankin, and all of 
the part time and seasonal staff members who make it all happen. As 
always we look for your suggestions and comments. Feel free to call 
upon us at any time.

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Annual Report from the 
Secretary of the Board of Trustees 
of the Wolfeboro Library 


The Wolfeboro Public Library now has a long range plan formulated 
by a committee of citizens including Louise Gehman, library director, 
Melinda Baster, assistant library director representing the staff, Elissa 
Paquette, of the Board of Trustees, Amanda Simpson, town planner, 
Harry Widman, chairman of the Friends of the Wolfeboro Library, Joyce 
Davis, co-owner of a small business in town and member of the planning 
board, and Ernie Bainton, long-time resident and retired English teacher. 

The group studied the results of Wolfeboro’s Community Survey, per- 
formed its own survey of library patrons in regard to library usage with 
assistance of volunteers from the Friends of the Library, and subse- 
quently produced a set of goals and objectives. The document is now 
part of the Wolfeboro Master Plan and provides a time-line and structure 
for serving the community over the next five years. 

The trustees voted to increase the number of trustees from three to 
five in order to involve more community members in the work of the 
library. Additional trustees could represent more segments of the popu- 
lation we serve and could bring an even greater variety of interests and 
abilities to the group. With more members more tasks could be taken on, 
thereby decreasing the use of staff time and increasing the use of volun- 
teer time. 

An analysis of our investments of trust funds was undertaken with the 
help of economist and investment counselor, Roger F. Murray Il. 
Subsequently, changes were made to increase the growth of the trust 
funds over the long term with an eye toward future library needs, such 
as eventual building expansion. 

The three phase computer plan is complete with the installation of the 
cataloguing system. Books on almost any subject can be found with as 
few as one or two search words. No longer does a person have to know 
exactly what they’re looking for before they begin. It is also now easy to 
give patrons reports on their overdue books and the status of any books 
on reserve, and one can very quickly find out if a book is already 
checked out. 

Maintenance has demanded our attention as the building entered its 
13th year. The exterior and front interior doors have been painted, as 
well as one meeting room wall, the hallway leading into it and the interior 
walls immediately surrounding the front office. The vertical blinds in the 
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children’s section have been replaced. The rusted window frame in the 
back entryway has been repaired. Additional shelving for books is in 
place in the back storage room. Renovations to the skylight’s vertical 
blind system have begun so that staff members can more easily control 
the amount of light from the long series of windows. The replacement of 
the roof marks the completion of a major capital improvements project 
by the town. 

The Board of Trustees thanks Wolfeboro citizens for their support of 
the library. It is an invaluable community resource, available to all, and 
we encourage its use. We will continue to do our best to serve you.

As of Dec. 31, 1992, we had a total of 37,345 materials listed on our 
computer and a total of 4,670 active borrowers. Although not all of our 
materials are listed on the computer, nearly all our books have been 
added. We have a large number of magazines and pamphlets that are 
not part of the above total. 

Our collection is finally online which means our patrons can look up 
materials on a computer which they previously looked up in the card cat- 
alog. We are not adding current materials to the card catalog, only to the 
online computer. One advantage for our patrons is that the computer will 
indicate whether a book is in or out. If the book is out, the staff can easily 
place a reserve on it. Through the computer the staff can easily tell how 
many reserves are on a particular book, how many books a patron has 
reserved, what books are overdue, the amount of fines due, whether 
your card has expires, etc. The computer project is now complete, and 
we are very pleased with the Winnebago Software we purchased three 
years ago to start this project. 

The library also added several CD-ROM products this past year. We 
have a magazine index (InfoTrac); SIRS (Social Issues Resources 
Series), a database of selected full-text articles on current social issues; 
Discovering Authors, information on authors including critical reviews of 
their work. FOCIS, Federal Occupational and Career Information 


ibtps 


System; STI, New Hampshire State Training Inventory; and OIS, New 
Hampshire Occupational Information System highlight jobs in the New 
England area, both federal and state as well as where to receive training 
for these jobs. A word processing program is also availalbe for the pub- 
lic. 

Throughout the year the library offered 169 programs to the public, 
from pre-schoolers to retirees, with a total attendance of 2,948. The 
meeting room was used 274 times by library, town of Wolfeboro, and 
community groups. 

Our reading/discussion program this year was entitled 
“Encompassing Columbus: Five Italian Lives,” and participants learned 
more about the time in which Columbus lived and who were the influen- 
tial people of his day. This program was sponsored by a grant from New 
England Foundation for the Humanities. 

A Rural Arts grant from the New Hampshire State Council on the Arts 
made possible a residency with poet Mimi White. She presented two 
workshops for pre-schoolers on poetry writing as well as a writing work- 
shop for adult poets and a public performance. This grant was spon- 
sored locally by the Governor Wentworth Arts Council. Friends of the 
Library sponsored the pre-school workshops. | 

The New Hampshire Humanities Council (NHHC) Humanities . 
Resource Center makes programs available to libraries and community 
groups. We presented programs entitled “The Ties that Bind: An 
Overview of the History of Railroading in New Hampshire,” “Robert 
Frost at Home,” and “On Rabbits and Rabbit-Holes: The Young Literary 
Lives of Beatrix Potter and Lewis Carroll” with grants from NHHC. 

Other adult library programs included a reading discussion series on 
the theme of “home” for adults just learning to read. This “Connections” 
program was sponsored by a grant from the New Hampshire State 
Library, funded by the U.S. Department of Education (LSCA Title VI), 
and the New Hampshire Library Association, funded by the National 
endowment for the Humanities. We also presented programs entitled 
“Turtles of New Hampshire Wetlands” by author David Carroll; “Who Has 
An Ax to Grind?,” the controversy of management of our national forests, 
by Jeanette Ritzenthaler, and a program by author Rick Carey about his 
new book “Raven’s Children.” In addition we show movies on our new 
video projection system every Thursday afternoon at 1:30 from October 
through May. 

In cooperation with the New Hampshire Cooperative Extension 
Service, the library presented a program entitled “As a Matter of Fat” this 
summer, sponsored a program held at the Middle School on “Financial 
Empowerment for Women,” presented programs for school age children 
entitled “Making the Most of Me” and a four-part babysitting course for 
Sth-8th graders. Bob Riordan entertained children at a special program 
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in February sponsored by the New Hampshire Charitable Fund. 

The Friends of the Library presented five programs for adults through- 
out the year starting with a video on the Alps, a program by Judson Hale 
on “The Old Farmer’s Almanac,” a program on Loons by Jeanette 
Ritzenthaler, on Mystery Hill by teacher Phil DeCelle, and on Native 
Americans by Reginald Amazeen. The Tenth Book and Author 
Luncheon was held at the Wolfeboro Inn, featuring authors Noel Perrin, 
Else Holmelund Minarik, Charles Brereton, and local author Gloria 
Bullock. Fundraising is also done through the annual book sale in June 
and through dues and contributions. 

The Friends of the Library sponsored our children’s summer reading 
game, “Discover Read ‘92.” A total of 138 children played the game and 
80 contracts were completed. Lisa and Jonathan Hunt, who created the 
art work for this statewide summer reading program, provided the enter- 
tainment at a summer-end party in which those who completed their 
contracts were each given a paperback book donated by the Friends. 

The library continues to offer library service to shut-ins once a month 
and continues its tape duplication of the Granite State News which is 
sent to visually disabled persons. Volunteers Nathalie Erickson and Ray 
Lord read items from the newspaper onto a tape which is then duplicat- 
ed by John Magee. 

Our volunteers - Dorothy Fabian, Marion Gould, Ruby Pearson, 
Carolyn Rechel, Glenn Hogan, Karen Richards, Nathalie Erickson, Ray 
Lord, John Magee, Jane Kerr, Pat Dugan, Gail Sanborn, Ruth 
Samuelson, Jane Talpey, Marian Formichella, Rose Wood, Dean 
Phillips, Melinda Marchi, Melissa Karstedt, Allison Anctil, Cindy Davis, 
Connie Button, Laura Poole, Andrea Batstone, Dawn Childers, Carrie 
Paquette, Mary Watkinson, and Jeanne Russell continue to assist us 
with numerable projects. They logged a total of 655 hours in 1992. 

The mission of the Wolfeboro Public Library is to provide materials, 
services and programs to meet the personal, educational, and informa- 
tional needs of community members of all ages.

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Report of the 
Wolfeboro Historical Society 


The Society was very busy in 1992, completing some projects and begin- 
ning new ones. 

The memorial stone for John McDermott was placed in the ground in the 
early spring. The lettering on the stone was donated by the Union Marble 
Works in Union, NH. Many thanks to Craig Grey for this donation. This pro- 
ject has now been completed. 

In April, volunteers from the Society moved all the items in the Pleasant 
Valley Schoolhouse to the center of the room in preparation for the painting 
of the interior walls of the schoolhouse. After this was completed, everything 
was cleaned and rearranged in the school room. The model of the Gov. 
John Wentworth Mansion is back in this building after being on loan for a 
year. If you have not seen this model come and visit us this year. 

The Parks and Recreation Dept. completed the renovation of the school- 
house bell this year. They built a new wooden platform for the bell, cleaned 
and reroped it, and replaced it on the roof of the school. 

The front foyer and all the interior windows in the Clark House received a 
new coat of paint. After a thorough cleaning of all the buildings the Society 
opened to the public on July 4. 

Our Saturday afternoon lecture series continued through July and August. 
As in past summers many visitors to Wolfeboro and local people took advan- 
tage of the Museums being open, and toured Clark House, enjoyed being 
able to look at, and touch the old firefighting equipment and sit at the old 
school desks and image what it was like to go to school in a one room 
school. 

In 1992, the Society began the work of updating Parker’s “History of 
Wolfeborough.” Mr. David Bowers has agreed to be the editor and work is 
progressing in the collection of written material to be included in the new his- 
tory. Anyone wishing to loan old pictures and written material may contact, 
David Bowers or Theodore Brigden. This will be a three or four year project. 

The Society would like to thank the Wolfeboro Garden Club for their con- 
tinued care of the gardens on the grounds of the Clark House Complex. 
Their faithfulness is much appreciated. 

The Society also wishes to thank Director, Sue Glenn and the employees 
of the Parks and Recreation Department and the many people, both mem- 
bers and interested nonmembers who have donated ideas, time and money 
to the improvement of the Museum Complex. 

All meetings of the Society are open to the public and we invite you to 
come and join us.

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Wolfeboro Conservation Commission 
1992 Annual Report 


The Wolfeboro Conservation Commission again responded to the 
environmental concerns of the town’s citizens. 

The commission field inspected over 65 dredge and fill applications 
for the N.H. Wetlands Board, and submitted their recommendations to 
help the Board make their decisions. These applications were requests 
for dock, breakwaters, beaches and boat canopies. The commission 
also reviewed complaints and violations, and through the Wetlands 
Board some fines and removal orders were made. 

A forest management program was developed for the town owned 
Trask Mountain land, And the commission received a $656.00 grant 
from the U.S. Department of Agriculture toward its cost. Some timbering 
has been done. 

Students from Kingswood High School prepared, cultivated and plant- 
ed a large section of the Town Garden, and produced a good crop of 
vegetables. Local citizens and businesses furnished assistance and 
materials. 

A donation was received from the Lake Wentworth Association in the 
memory of Gene Head for his contribution in the developing of Ellie’s 
Woodland Walk, a valuable resource for people to enjoy. Brochures are 
made available at various places within town by the commission to make 
the visitors’ walk more enjoyable. 

The commission contributed to the Wolfeboro Tree Planting 

Program, a matching grant program for planting trees along the 
Bridge-Falls Path and near the Clark House in the spring. 

The Conservation Commission wishes to express our thanks and 
appreciation to Terri Kennington, former chairperson, for her time and 
effort spent in the enormous task of establishing two filing systems for all 
the applications by tax map numbers. 

The commission members continue to attend seminars, classes and 
field trips to improve their knowledge and skills. 

At the Annual Meeting of the N.H. Association of Conservation 
Commissions in November the Wolfeboro Conservation Commission 
had the opportunity to present a workshop on cooperative efforts with 
other entities in the community. Examples: Ellie’s Walk boardwalk and 
bridge repairs with the Alternative Eduction Students; monitoring and 
holding easements with various groups; protection of land through pur- 
chase and/or covenants; and working with students participating in a 
federal grant program. A more recent effort involved a local merchant 
and a tree service company working to chip Christmas trees for mulch 
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for the sewer treatment plant. Over 400 trees were dropped off in a two 
week period to yield approximately 18 yards of chips. Local elementary 
school children made posters for the project. 

My thanks and appreciation to each member of the commission for 
their support and their commitment to Wolfeboro’s environment.

Report of The Tree Warden 


Arbor Day 1992 was celebrated on May 28th with the planting of a 
honey locust tree at the downtown end of the Russell C. Chase Bridge- 
Falls Path, behind the Wolfeboro Railroad Station. The planting kicked 
off what the town hopes will be total of 17 trees along the path, plus 26 
more to shade the Glendon Street parking lot and to replace some dead 
trees which we removed at Clark Park. 

The Small Business Administration Grant for the 1993 planting was 
gained through the work of Town Planner, Amanda Simpson and 
Landscaper Bill Rae. Matching private funds must still be raised in 1993 
before the town receives the grant money, however. 

Wolfeboro received its 10th consecutive Tree City USA award for 
1991 and should be getting the 11th award, for 1992, this spring. 

As part of an experiment with the New Hampshire Department of 
Resources and Economic Development, we planted 3 crabapple 
seedlings in the park adjacent to the Bridge-Falls Path. One of the trees 
had a special plastic shield around the seedling while the other two did 
not. Rate of growth and general health of the trees will be compared.
